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California’s most wanted: 


the Hyundai Excel

So, you just spent all your hard-earned 
cash on a down payment for anew car. You 
go outside every night to tuck in your new 
toy and you wonder how safe itis. 

That depends. 

Not surprisingly, car thieves have favor- 
ite models they like to steal. According to the 
New York Times, the list of cars most fre- 
quently stolen nationwide reads like a Who's 
Who of the automotive world: Pontiac Fire- 
birds, Chevro! . Camaros, Toyota MR2s 
and Ferraris top the list. 

But this is California. In California we do 
things a little -— well — differently. 

In 1989 the No. 1 stolen car in California 
was the 1988 Hyundai Excel, according to 
the state Highway Patrol. The next 12 posi- 
tions on the list were taken up by Toyota 
products, and it is not until No. 18 that an 
American car is mentioned 

In a state that includes both Bel Air and 
Hollywood within its borders and has a 
higher per capita number of Mercedes, 
Jaguars, and Ferraris than nearly any other 
place on Earth, notone expensive sports car 
appeared on the list at all. 





Why? What is it that makes a thief turn 
up his nose at one model and salivate with 
envy at another? 

It can’t be overall quality. Consumer 
Reports rated the Excel as less than average, 
saying the ride was “jittery and harsh,” the 
engine was noisy, and the seats were “over- 
firm, with weak back support.” They also 
said the handling was “vague” and the 
controls were “a bit confusing.” 

Sam Haynes, an information officer for 
the CHP, has a simple answer. 

“One reason is that the Hyundai has a 
radio built to frustrate car thieves,” he said. 
“(The thieves) look in and see they can't get 
i.” 

Haynes suggested that thieves take the 
entire vehicle, steal the radio and then 
abandon the car later. 

In fact, of the 295,789 cars stolen in the 
state last year, 17 percent had minor parts, 
like radios, removed. Only 9 percent were 
missing major components, 20 percent were 
burned or wrecked and 54 percent were - 
returned intact. 

But to Jeff Feetham,aclaims adjuster for 
Allstate Insurance, the situation is a little

different. According to his company’s rec- 
ords, the most popular stolen cars are Toy- 
ota four-wheel drive trucks and Honda 
popular with car strippers. 

“With the trucks, they sell the parts,” he 
said. “They are worth 

alot more in pieces than they are whole.” 

So what are your chances of keeping your 
car if you park on campus and you have a 
model that thieves like? 

Carl Perry, press relations officer for the 
University Police, said that in 1989, 67 cars 
were stolen from CSUS parking lots. At the 
end of August 1990, 
25 cars had been 
stolen from the 
campus. A total of 
23,136 student and 
1,533 employee 
parking permits 
were issued last year, for a total of 24,669. 
That makes the number of cars stolen off 
campus a miniscule .3 percent of the total. 

The campus statistics do not show which 
models were stolen most often, but an infor- 
mal survey of one CSUS parking lot showed 
which cars are most popular. Nearly 25 
percent of the cars were made by Toyota. 
Only 2 percent of the vehicles were Hyun- 
dais. 

Perry said University Police do have 24- 
hour patrols, with four officers assigned to 
the day shift, and just three assigned at night. 
But the real number iseven smaller than that. 

“With sick days and vacation time, it 
averages about two officers at any time,” 
Perry said. 

UC Davis has a similar problem, accord- 
ing to Barry Swartwood, a detective with the 
Daviscampus police. Last year, 31 vehicles 
were stolen from campus lots, and only three 
to six officers patrol at any one time.

He 
is the founder and co-director of the

Arts, established in 1986, and 
Critical Thinking News, a journal 
devoted to the development of 
critical thinking at all stages. 
Weddle is also the author of 
numerous published articles, in- 


cluding “Critical Thinking in 
California: The California Assess- 
ment Program Test in Social Stud- 
ies.” 
Between 1959 and 1971, fac- 
ulty members were honored under 
the tide “Distinguished Faculty 
Convocation Address.” The prac- 
tice was discontinued after the 
1971 address, but reinstated in 
1985. In 1986 the convocation was 
renamed in honor of Professor 
John C. Livingston, the presenter 
of the first Distinguished Faculty 
Convocation Address in 1959. 
Livingston was a professor of 
government at CSUS from 1954 to 
1982, and he was admired by his 
peers for his leadership in the 
development of the character of 
collegial governance in the CSU 
system as well as at CSUS. 
Admission to the lecture is free 
and the public is invited to attend.

The CHP offers some tips for protecting 
your car from theft. Tops on the list is lock- 
ing your car and closing the windows. Police 
also suggest making sure the keys are not 
inside, and fitting steering wheel locks and 
alarm systems. 

For those who want even more protec- 
tion, there is good news on the horizon. A 
company called Lojack has marketed a 
radically new anti-theft device in Massachu- 
setts for the last three years. 

Unlike conventional alarms, which try to 
scare the thief off, the Lojack system allows 
the police to track the car through a radio 
transmitter. The device is triggered by alaw 
enforcement agency 
when the vehicle is 
reported stolen. A 
receiver in the police 
car allows the offi- 
cers to follow the 
signal to the thief. 

In fact, the CHP has a pilot program in 
Los Angeles to test the effectiveness of the 
system. Started earlier this year, the 
program's results are too recent to assess. 

But there are problems with the system. 
The signal can become distorted by distance 
or interference from other radio waves. 
Critics also charge that police will become 
so inundated with stolen cars, they will have 
little time for other crimes. 

Cost is also a factor. The car owner will 
have to pay between $500 to $700 Ww install 
the device, and law enforcement agericies 
will need several thousand dollars to install 
each receiver in their vehicles. 

The total cost to the taxpayers could run 

If the Massachusetts is an accurate indi- 
cator, though, the cost may be justified. Of 
the 789 cars stolen that were fitted with the 
Lojack system, the police were able to locate 
754 of them and make 104 arrests.

Proposition 140 would mandate that 
assembly members could serve no more than 
six years, and senators could serve no more 
than 12. This proposition also would limit 
our governor to two terms. In addition, 
Proposition 140 would slash the legislature’s 
operating budget by 38 percent and cancel 
retirement pensions for legislators. 

By cancelling legislator’s pensions, the 
state would save about $750,000 a year, 
according to State Legislative Analyst Eliza- 
beth Hill. 

“In 1991-92 the legislative operating 
budget would be reduced by about ... $70 
million,” said the state legislative analyst. 

Supporters say that Proposition 140 will 
clean out the corruption in the Capitol, while 
opponent's argue that it will severely affect 
the quality of our legislature. 

Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisor's chair Peter Schabarum, chief 
sponsor of Proposition 140, said, “Proposi-

tion 140 will remove the grip that vested 
imterests have over the legislature.” 

“Tt will put an end to the lifetime legis- 
lators who have developed cozy relation- 
ships with special interests,” said Schab- 
arum. 

Opponents argue that Proposition 140 
“takes away their right to choose.” 


The proposition is also attractive to voters 
who have a “throw the rascals out” attitude 
about the California legislature, supporters 
said. 
Opponents to Proposition 140 include 
legislators such as Speaker of the Assembly 
Willie L. Brown Jr. and state minority 
groups like the Black American Association

Supporters of Proposition 140 include 
Republican gubernatorial candidate Pete 
Wilson and Vice President Dan Quayle. 


of California and the African-American 
Caucus of the California Democratic Party. 
These groups state in their recent campaign 
literature that Proposition 140 “builds bar- 
riers toequality” by “kicking our friends out 
of office.” 

Supporters argue that Proposition 140 is 
necessary to make the legislative system 
work. 


“Proposition 140 restores true democ- 
racy, gives you real choices of candidates 
and protects your rights to be represented by 
someone who knows and cares about your 
wishes,” said California Business League 
Executive Director W. Bruce Lee II. 

Ken DeBow, professor of government at 
CSUS, said he would contest that position. 
“By Cutting out the legislative life as acareer, 
you are saying that only people who are of 
independent wealth or resources will be 
legislators.” 

According to DeBow, Proposition 140 
will cause a serious reduction in legislative 
staff. 

“Lobbyists will still be there, but the 
legislative staff to deal with the special 
interests, the government and the bureauc- 
racy will be reduced,” said Debow. 

Debow pointed out that this propositior 
does not limit the terms for insurance advo- 
Cates. 

Debow predicted that this proposiuon 
spelled the demise of a professional legisla- 
ture in California.

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Earn money for community service 


Volunteer bill on verge of approval 


WASHINGTON (CPS) — The national 
volunteer service bill is two steps away from 
becoming law. 

If it passes, students could earn a small 
weekly stipend and a voucher worth about 
$5,000 to help pay for college by working 
one-to-two years full time in an authorized 
community service program. 

Students also could work part-time — 
nine hours a week plus two 40-hour weeks 
during the two years — for a$2,000 college 
voucher and a stipend. 

The measure also encourages schools to 
create service programs on their campuses 
and authorizes funds for President Bush’s 


volunteer “Points of Light Initiate.” 

The Senate approved a compromise 
version of the bill 75-21 late Oct. 15. The law 
will establish a National Service Board 
distribute grants to youth service corps 
around the country. 

The corps can use the funds for conser- 
vation projects or human service programs. 

The bill would also allow college work 
study recipients to use their awards in 
community service programs instead of at 
campus jobs. 

The bill now goes to the House to be ap- 
proved before it adjourns for the year, then 
to President Bush for final approval.

between certain items served at 
the Union Station and items 
served in the Pub, it’s because 
the recipes are completely dif- 
ferent. For example, the choco- 
late chip cookies in the Union 
Station are made with gourmet 
chocolate, whereas the cookies 
served in the Pub are made with 
regular chocolate chips. 

“This gives the consumer a 
choice of either purchasing a 
more expensive gourmet 
cookie or a less expensive 
reguiar cookie.” said Russeil 
Leverenz, the food service di- 
rector at CSUS.

Each food service establish- 
ment has its own food service 
manager, and each creates and tests 
its OWN recipes. 

“Every restaurant and cafeteria 
has its own atmosphere and reci- 





pes,” Leverenz said. “This allows 
for healthy competition between 
each food service manager.” 

Leverenz has a hotel/restaurant 
management degree and worked in 
food service management at two 
other universities before coming to 
CSUS in 1979. He said he enjoys 
his job at CSUS and encourages 
feedback from the customers. In 
the dorm, residence cafeteria stu- 
dents can fill outforms called 
“Platter Chatter,” to voice their 
opinion of the service. 

“We were created for the sole 
purpose to serve the campus,” said 
Leverenz. “Therefore we have to 
listen to what our customers have 
to say.” 


Expansion is planned for 
CSUS food services. Construc- 
tion is already underway for the 
latest food service facility. This 
facility, located next to the Pub, 
is to be a gourmet coffee shop 
with gourmet muffins, brownies 
and pastry bars. Fresh ground 
coffee from Java City will also be 
served at the shop, which is to be 
called “Crumbs.” Look for the 
opening day in November when 
free taste samples will be served. 

Further expansion on campus 
includes a full service deli, ares- 
taurant offering Mexican, Asian 
and African-American cuisine 
and redecoration of the dorm 
residence ci /eteria.

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Villain sought in student loan program 


Students, colleges, Congress and Education Department are suspects 


(CPS) — The nation’s student 
loan program is near collapse, 
many colleges are on the fiscal 
ropes, and students’ costs are ns- 
ing faster than almost anyone 
else’s. 

But, for the first time in 10 
years, the U.S. Dept. of Education, 
which administers most federal 
college programs, has admitied it 
might have something ‘o do with 
it all. 

In what some consider to be 
some sort of milestone, U.S. 
Education Secretary Lauro Ca- 
vazos admitted earlier this month 
that his department may be partly 
to blame for the accumulated 
problems of the federal student 
loan program. 

“We have failed many umes as 
a department, but | really fee! 
during our watch we have ad- 
dressed the issue,” Cavazos told 
the permanent subcommittee on 
investigations of the Senate Gov 
ernmmental Affairs Committee Oct 
1] 

The secretary's remarks came 
at the final hearing in the 
subcommittee’s year-long invesu- 
gation of student loan programs 

"The findings will be used to 
recommend changes in the finan- 
cial aid program. 

“The secretary is to be con- 
gratulated for facing up to facts,” 
said Charles Saunders of the 
American Council on Education. 








“But the question is, what are they 
going to do about it?” 

The entire student loan system 
almost collapsed this summer 
when the nation’s largest student 
joan guarantor, a Kansas-based 
agency called the Higher Educa- 
tion Assistance Foundation, ran 
out of money trying to pay for 
student defaults. 

In early October, the Student 
Loan Marketing Association — 
often called Sallie Mae — assumed 
most of HEAF’s troubled loans. 

But in mid-October, the Federai 
Bureau of Investigation revealed it 
is investigating Sallie Mae for 
possibly fraudulently trying to 
make itself look financially 
stronger than it actually is. 

“Unfortunately, through all 
these hearings, we did not hear of 
even a single major component of 
the guaranteed student loan pro- 
gram that is working efficiently or 
effectively,” said Sen. Sam Nunn 
(D-Ga.), the subcommittee’s 
chairman.

While recent attention on the U.S. 
Department of Education has focused on its manage- 
ment of the student financial aid program, its also 
been criticized for other things, including: 

Poor oversight of accrediting agencies. The 
Education Department does not accredit schools 
directly, but takes the advice of accrediting commis- 
| sions that evaluate schoo's. A college, however, 
can't join the federal financial aid program without 
one of the commission's approval. 

In April, the Education Deparument’s Inspector 
General declared the department was allowing ac- 
crediting commissions to approve schools regard- 
less of the quality of the school. 

Last-minute changes in policy have occurred. On 
Jan. 1, forexample, the department changed the way 
it paid student aid. Unfortunately, it told the nauion's 
colleges about it only a week before, on Dec. 23. 

“It would have been nice if they had the foresight 
six months ago to send us the information so we could 
prepare the students,” Wilma Kasnic, financial aid

Staf- 
ford loan reciprents on the importance of repay- 
ing loans. The new rule slowed the process, 
causing many loan recipients to miss tuition 
payment deadlines. Many had to pay late fees to 
their colleges.

position as the natigh’s number one im- 


porter of drugs. It is time for Californiato 
take sensible acuon ift regards our grow- 
ing crime problem; Proposition 129 will do 
just that. 

Proposition 129 will take care of four 
important areas regarding crime in Califor- 
nia: It will set up an Anti-Drug Superfund; 
provide for drug and substance abuse treat- 
ment, education and prevention programs, 
build regional jails and no-frills prisons for 
drug offenders, and most importantly re- 
store the right to privacy that was discarded 
from the California constitution as a result 
of the passing of Proposition 115 last June. 

The Anti-Drug Superfund’s sole pur- 
pose will be to fight the California War on 
Drugs. The initiative appropriates up to 


$1.9 billion, transferred from the general 
fund, over the next eight years to state, 
county and city governments for programs 
that are already in use, but lack the funding 
to work properly. The Superfund will be 
paid for by future proceeds from recently 
closed tax loopholes; therefore, no taxes 
must be raised for it. 

From the Superfund, 54 percent will go 
to county sheriffs’ departments and city 
police departments for law enforcement 
and crime prevention activities related to 
iegal drugs. Thirty six percent will help 
fund drug’ treatment and prevention pro- 
grams, probation Supervision of offenders 
with drug-related problems and prosecu- 
“tion of dragoffenders. The remaining 10 
percent will gow the Department of Justice 
for supported the existing Crack Down Task 
Force Programm. © 

The jails and prisons to be built from 
Proposition 129 ate earmarked for drug 
offenders wh presently are being let go 
from their prise sentences early, as there is 
not enough root 10 house them all. The 
prisons are to be built on surplus federal 
land in the desert. Funding wili be provided 
from the sale of $740 million in general 
obligation bonds. 

One of the most important aspects of this 
initiative is that it restores the right to pri- 
vacy to the state constitution. Last June, 
Proposition 115 was passed; this measure 
changed criminal rights in regards to pri- 
vacy. Many legal scholars believe this could 
inhibit a woman’ s freedom of choice. Propo- 
sition 129 gives that freedom back to 
women. 

Let's stop the rhetoric and start acting. 
VOTE YES ON PROPOSITION 129.

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‘Finished,’ not perfected 
ensemble hinders

Surength, perseverance and persis- 
tence—these could add up to success 
However, in "And I Ain't Finished Yet" they 
don't quite measure up. 

"And! Ain't Finished Yet" is atouching, 
humorous tribute to women who have suc- 
ceeded against all odds. It is the oldest main 
stream collegiate black theater program wesi 
of the Mississippi. This year marks the 20th 
Anniversity of Eve Meriam's "And I Ain't 
Finished Yet." 

Essentially, this show could be divided 
into two segments: the music and the story. 
And if these blended equally the production 
would be considerably better. But as it 
stands, the show is terribly unbalanced. 

"And I Ain't Finished Yet" could be 
considered a showcase for music. Its music 
is emotionally rich as it follows the triumphs 
and tribulations of black women from the 
mid- 1800s to the 1970s. There are famous 
women like Ma Rainey and unknowns like 
Sister Tessie. Not one of the women por- 
traycd is ordinary as cach has her own story 
to tell. 

And each story is a mere fragment of a 
life. The way the play is arranged, the 
audience gets only a tiny morsel of what 
made these women fight. It is as if the 


audience is getting a snippet that says, "I was 
here and this is how | made a difference.” 

However, this is not enough. Although 
these women all made a difference some- 
where, grouping them in a single show made 
for an extremely convoluted production. 
One does not spend enough tume with any 
particular character to really care what 
happens. 

The main problem of this play is it uses 
an ensemble cast. While this cuts down on 
the number of actors, it makes for a confus- 
ing cast list. 

The best thing about this show is the cast. 
The actors of this production are incredibly 
talented. The singing is beyond compare. 
And there are a couple of memorable per- 
formances such as Denise Wiliams (Ma 
Rainey), Katherine P. Crowdor (Moms 
Mabley) and Sarita Lee (Fanny Lou Hamer). 

"And! Ain't Finished Yet" does not paint 
a beautiful picture. It deals with the ugliness 
of racism and hatred. Y et it tries 0 depict the 
strengh black women have gained as a 
whole.

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Trio of new releases 
makes threefer madness

’Tis isa tale of dreams shattered. Husker 
Du, The Replacements, Soul Asylum...they 
were poised and ready 10 conquer the world 
They were talented, brash, and arrogant 
They made astoundingly great music. The 
critics loved em. They were even getting 
some play on the radio. This wholly awe- 
some Trinity was all set to make thei home, 
Minneapolis, the capital of the Amencan 
underground 

Then, disaster. The Husker’s split up 
Soul Asylum's “Hangume” suffed on the 
charts. Ditto for the Replacements’ “Don't 
Tell A Soul.” While they were sull trying 
to regroup, the sub-pop scene snuck 1n and 
made Seattle the alternative music hot-spot. 

It was heartbreaking. ‘ess than a year 
ago, you could've walked into any bar in 
Minneapolis and there you'd seem them: 
Bob Mould, Paul Westerberg, Dave 
Pirner...all crying in their beer and mutter- 
ing “I could’ ve been acontender, I could’ ve 
been a contender...” 

But here’s a flash—they’re back. The 
Replacements, Soul Asylum, and ex-Husker 
Bob Mould have all released killer albums 
in the past three months. But are they up to 
form! We'll see. 

The Replacements: “Ail Shook Down.” 

Over the years, Paul Westerberg has tned 
to be Joey Ramone (“Sorry Ma, Forgot to 
Take Out the Trash”), Henry Rollins 
(“Sunk”), and Bruce Springsteen (“Don't 
Tell A Soul”). 

Needless to say, The Replacements ts 
generally at its best when Paul Vesterberg 
wi2s to be...Paul Westerberg (“Hootenany,” 
“Let It Be,” “Tim”). 

And that’s exactly what he does on the 
first half of “All Shook Down.” And the 
result is an incredible melange of mult- 
layered pop with a jagged edge. Included 
therein is “Nobody ,” which just might be the 
best song the band has ever done. 

For some inexplicable reason however, 
Westerberg suddenly decides to become 
Mick Jagger when side two kicks in. It’s not 
all that bad. It’s certainly more Stonesish 
than anything those old-fart limeys have 
done since 1971. If Mick and Keef ever hear 
“My Little Problem” (a scorching duet with 
Concrete Blonde’s Johnnette Napolitano), 
I can guarantee they'll be too embarrassed 
to stage yet another reunion tour. 

But still, this is The Replacements we're 
talking about. It’s disappointing, especially 
for someone who once firmly believed that 
Paul Westerberg was God. 

Bob Mould: “Black Sheets of Rain.” 

If Westerberg ain't God, Bob Mould just 
might be. This guy was great back when he 
first formed Husker Du back in 1981. and 


he’s steadily improved ever since. “Black 
Sheets of Rain” is his masterpiece. Barring 
major developments, it has a lock on my vote 
for best album of 1990 

You've probably heard “It’s Too Late” 
already. The radio stauon 93-Rock seems 
to be playing it even more often than they 
play “Stairway to Heaven.” It’s a huge hut, 
with good reason. It’s the hookiest, most 
catchy single to come along since...1 czn't 
remember 

And the resi of the album 1s just as good 
Mould has finally achieved a balance be- 
tween the thrash of hs Husker days and the 
mostly-acoustuc folk of his solo debut, 
“Work ook.” The result is incredible. Let's 
call it power-pop-folk 

ironically, the arrangements are so hooky 
and power-poppish, you just might not 
notice thal, lyncally, this 1s probably the 
most depressing album to come along since 
The Cure’s “Pornography.” Look at the 
song-utles: “The Hanging Tree,” “The Last 
Night,” “Out Of Your Life,” “Disap- 
pointed...” It’s quite evident that Bob just 
isn’t having a good day 

But damn, it sounds good. Plus, it’s an 
excellent catharsis—n’s always nice to 
know that someone is even more depressed 
than you are. 

Soul Asylum: “And The Horse They 
Rode In On.” 

Soul Asylum is the baby of the bunch. 
They knew they couldn’ t beat Husker Du for 
speed, nor the Replacements for cleverness, 
so they tned to be the grungiest and most 
obnoxious. It allowed them to carve out a 
niche for themselves, but it didn’t exactly 
endear them to the masses. 

So they tried a different tack on their 
latest...let’s call it schizophrenia. “And the 
Horse They Rode In On” definitely has 
variety. There's Beatlesque-pop 
(“Grounded”), hoe-down country (“Brand 
New Shine”), Descendents-styie razor-pop 
(“All the King’s Fnends”) and even a sea- 
chanty (“Gullible’s Travels”) 

There’s noth on the album that blis 
ters like “Sometime To Return” or “Stand- 
ing in the Doorway,” but at umes the band 
does revert to its number one influence, 
Aerosmith, most notably on “Something 
Out © Nothing.” 

The highlight, though, is “We 3,” an 
exquisite near-ballad that even has a piano! 
To be honest, the song (about a bizarre hate 
triangle) spooked the shit out of me—~t hit 
way too close to home. Regardless, it’s a 
beauuful song. 

Anyway, try the album. How could you 
not like a band that makes a song utled “Nice 
Guys (Don’t Get Paid)” —it’s so true.

Sac State’s long season got a 
little bit longer last Saturday when 
they traveled to CSU Northridge 
losing 24-13, dropping them to 1- 
3 in conference play and 3-5 over- 
all. 

The Hornets had seen this show 
before: an opponent with a high- 
powered running back that found 
his way through the narrowest of 
holes. Three weeks ago it was the 
Curtis Deigardo show courtesy of 
Portiand St. This week it was the 
Albert Fann show live from 
Northridge 

Fann rushed for 181 yards on 32 
carries, caught four passes for 54 
yards and rewumed two kickoffs for 
32 yards. It was rumored he also 
worked the ticket booth, sang the 
National Anthem and conducted 
the school’s band at halftume. 

“The better team won tonight,” 
said Coach Bob Mattos. “Albert 
Fann was definitely the difference 
in the game. They’ re going to beat 
a lot of people with him.” 

They already have. Northridge, 
who should be headed for the 
playoffs, stands at 6-1 overall, 3- 
0 in conference play and com- 
pletely in charge of the own 
destiny with jusi two games re- 
maining. The Homets on the other 
hand, will be playing for pride and 
the hope of finishing the season at 
5-5. 

“We can still salvage a good 
seacon out of this,” said Maitos.

Payne enjoyed his best day as 
a Hornet, passing for 291 yards on 
20-35 pass attempts, all season 
highs. Payne continues to show 
improvement in his adjustment to 
the Hornet’s wide-open pass of- 
fense. 

Brian McCullough, starting in 
place of the injured Michael 
Johnson, so had his best day of 
the year catching five passes for 
111 yards.
